age. Under no other conditions will 


such storage charges be absorbed. 


Increasing Imports of Wheat 
In China 

China imported about fifiy million 
bushels of wheat during the past 
year which is about four times the 
quantity of any other previous year. 
Of this total A9ustralia supplied two 
thirds, while the United States and 
Canada divided the remainder  be- 
tween them. Australia got the ma- 
jor portion of this business because 
her currency is depreciated in re- 
lation to gold. The high standard 
of United States and Canadian mon- 
ey resulted in Australia occupying 
the favorable position. The cost of 
this wheat to China was at the low- 
est rate per bushel in that market 
of Which there is a record. 


U. S. Wheat Price Hits 
All-Time Low’ 

On July 17 wheat established an 
all-time low record on the Chicago 
grain exchange when it reached 
44 1-4 cents a bushel. The surprise 
of the situation lies in the fact that 
the grain traders of Chicago have 
been begging the U. 8. government 
to turn the Farm Board surplus over 
to them under-the r promine west £2 
instant revival of prices wou e 
place. Farm Board supplies have 
been whittled tlown ‘to 28 million 
bushels, and Chairman Stone has 
broadcast an invitation to the grain 
traders to "do their stuff.” The 
immediate response was a drop in 
wheat prices to the lowest point ever 
reached in the history o fthe United 
States. 


Conditions in the U. 8S. 8. R. 

News that Russia had purchased 
a load of Australian wheat for de- 
livery at Vladivostock during the 
coming week has turned attention to 
the Soviet Republics. The purchase 
of this shipload of wheat cannot be 
characterized as an item of major 
importance as it igs more conven- 
ient for the U. 8. S. R. to buy Aus- 
tralian wheat to supply her armies 
at Viladivostock than to ship inter- 
nal supplies over the Siberian rail- 
way. Nothing definite is obtainable 
on the condition of wheat crops 
throughout Russia, There has been 
enquiry for shipping space for Aug- 
ust on the part of Russian officials. 
Washington received word that the 
crop was fairly good, The Canadian 
government advices indicate dry 
weather in various portions of Rus- 
sia during the early part of July.

BANKS AND 
BANKING 

In another column of this page 
appears a letter from a local citizen 
dealing with presen tday banking 
practice. 

The letter is interesting from the 
viewpoint of the business man and 
all other persons who have dealings 
in any way with the bank. 

It gives publicity to a situation 
which has existed in Bassano for 
some time, and perhaps exists in 
other towns as well. It is’ a gitua- 
tion about Which a number of com- 
plaints have recently been heard; a 
situation which Was voiced at a re- 
cent board of trade meeting and the 
cause of that body inviting E. J. 
Garland, M. P., to come to Bassano 
and give a talk on banks and bank- 
ing. 

The writer of the letter gets right 
down to cold figures when he dis- 
cusses the relative costs of doing 
business by way of bank cheque and 
post office money order. 

In these days of dime financing a 
dime saved is a dime earned, and 
“Citizen”? can hardly be blamed for 
the stand he takes. 

Some people do business with the 
bank because it is the only way 
their business can be properly man- 
aged. Scores of others use the bank 
as a convenience and are willing to 
pay a small amount for the privilege. 
But if these latter find the’ bank 
charges are becoming excessive, if 
they discover they can manage their 


financial matters by other means at 
less cost, then they are going to 
change over to the more economical 
method in order to save a few dol- 
lars that require so much hard work 
and patience to gather. Then the 
bank, instead of increasing its rev- 
enue, Will lose considerable — busi- 
ness, goodwill, and pre stige. 
DOLLAR WHEAT 


North Dakota farmerg have or 
ganized to hold their wheat for a 
dollar a bushel. 

There is nothing new in a scheme 
of this kind. It has been tried be- 
fore with coffee, with copper, with 
rubber, and with wheat. The result 
has been the same in every case 
fuilure. 

So many other countries produce 
wheat that the exportable amount of 
the North Dakota farmers, even the 
total exportable surplus” of the 
United States, would have no lasting 
affeet_ on the world price. It would 
stimulate greater production — in 
other countries, and in the end the 
world wheat situation would be 
worse than before. 

The hold-for-a-dollar wheat move- 
ment will probably end in those 
farmers selling at the market price 
unless the U. S. Farm Board grants 
a bonus to bring the price up to the 
dollar. figure, and in view of past 
experience of the board, this move 
is very unlikely. 

We certainly hope the North Da- 
kota farmer does get a dollar a 
bushel for hig 1982 wheat crop, but 
if he does, it won't be because’ he 
is holding off for that figure The 
increase must be due to a natural 
demand and increased purchasing 
power of the consumer. 


OLD WAR ENEMIES WIL 
FLY ATLANTIC TOGETHER 


LONDON, July 22—A German and 
a British airman, who tried to kill 
on eanother 15 yearg ago in battle, 
announced tonight they intended to 
make a westward air crossing of the 
Atlantic as a crusade to show the 
futility of war. 

The airmen = are Baron von 
Schleich, so-called ‘black knight” 
of the German flying forces, and 
Major Christopher Praper, known 
as the ‘‘mad major’’ of the old Brit- 
ish Royal Flying Corps. They plan 
to make the trip, they said, in the 
near future and they will be side by 
side in the cockpit. 

“Fifteen years ago we fought in 
the air over the battle-front, each 
seeking the other’ slife,"’ said Baron 
von Schleich. ‘‘Now we are going on 
a peace crusade across the Atlantic, 
and our only bitterness arises from 
those misspent efforts in the war 
years. 

‘I have come to realize the futil- 
ity of war. It is insane and pur- 
poseless. That igs why Draper and I 
have schemed to make this flight. 
We want to meet, we who are old 
foes, and cement the ties of peace 
across the Atlantic.”

Its being held at Ottawa partly ex- 
plains the keen interest Americans 
are taking in the conference, The 
parley is clos eenough to arouse 
widespread attention. That it is 
held to examine business problems 
excites American attention. Am- 
erlcans pride themselves above all 
on their ability to understand busi- 
ness matters. Then, more _ potent 
than any other cause of interest, is 
the fear that the members of the 
British Empire may do something 
at Ottawa which will hurt American 
trade.

BANKING OHARGES 
July 25, 1952 
Editor The Bassano Mail, 

I would like to bring to the atten- 
tion of readers of The Mail the con- 
dition of the banking business in 
this town. 

The situation in Bassano, and 
possibly at other points in the pro- 
vince, has reached a point where 
the bank's charges for operating an 
account, exchange on cheques,  in- 
terest rates, ete., have become so ex- 
cessive that it doesn't pay to do 
business with them, 

I have been operating a current 
account in the local bank here and 
paying 50 cents a month or more 
for the privilege of writing a half 
dozen odd cheques each month. In 
addition to this operating charge 
there is, of course, the federal 
stamp tax, and exchange on cheques 
for accounts owing in Calgary or 
other points outside Bassano, 

All this totals a considerable 
amount each month in terms of 
present day financing for th e small 
business man when every item of 
expense must be watched closely. 

If a current account keeps a level 
above the $200 mark there is no op- 
erating charge, but very few. small 
business men can keep their account 
above that mark today. Fifty cents 
a month is a lot for the privilege of 
writing a half dozen cheques, and I 
daresay some business men who 
must write a large number of 
cheques pay several dollars a month. 

Why pay these excessive charges? 
Why do business with the bank at 
all? 

One can save money by paying 
cash for bills owing in town and 
paying out of town accounts by post 
office or express money order at less 
cost than writing a cheque. For 
example, to pay an account owing 
in Calgary amounting to say, $10, 
it will require 25c exchange on a 
cheque,3 cents federal tax, and two 
or three cents operating charge by 
the bank, making a total of thirty 
cents. The same account can be 
paid by money order at a cost of 
only ten cents. If the bill is $5 or 
less the money order costs only five 
cents, and from $10 to $30 the cost 
is fifteen cents, still only hal¢ the 
cost of writing a cheque. 

Of course the bank will issue 
money orders, but they are open 
only from 10 a.m. to 3 p.m. The 
post office hourg are much more 
convenient for most people. Anyway, 
why give the money order business 
to the bank when this institution is 
squeezing the odd centg out of its 
customers in so many ways? 

Before the bank charges a custom- 
er for operating his account, the 
customer is asked to sign an agree- 
ment giving the bank permission to 
make the charge. I have been giv- 
en to understand that some custom- 
ers are paying operating charges, 
while others whose accounts are 
assessable to the charge, are not 
Paying it.

Some swine breeders, however, have 
to provide accommodation for thelr 
swine, and these are advised of the 
successful use of the all year hog 
cabin at the Cenfral Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa. 

Under the rather extreme climatic 
conditions which prevail at Ottawa, 
the swine breeding stock is housed 


nurse their litters in the main swine 
barn. In. the winter the sows are 
fed liberally and the cabins are well 
bedded with dry straw. In the 
spring the cabins are hauled to the 
pasture and with the side flaps 
raised up; provide excellent shelter 
and shade during the summer 
months, 

The all year hob cabin is a cheap 
shelter constructed of one ply 
boards and ig built on skids to pro- 
vide ease of moving. Further de- 
tafls and plans for building the all 
year hog cabin can be procured free 
of charge upon application to the 
Division of Animal Husbandry, Cen- 
tral Experimental Farm, Ottawa. 


CUTTING & STACKING ALFALFA 
(Experimental Farms Note) 

It is generally agreed that the cor- 
rect time to cut alfalfa is when the 
new shoots appear from the crown 
and before these young shoots show 
sufficient growth to be cut by the 
mower. Jf the basal shoot s are al- 
lowed to show considerable growth 
before cutting the second crop ton- 
noge will be reduced materially. 

Experimental data show that the 
protein content of alfalfa decreases 


maximum protein content, digestib- 


|} considerably as the plants reach 100 | 
| per cent bloom oy full maturity. The | 


ility, an d palatability, are generally , 


reached when the plant is from 20 
to 40 per cent in bloom. When left 
until the plant reaches full bloom 
before cutting, it becomes woody, 
coarse, and the hay is less nutritious 
Owing to its high moisture content 
and heavy yields, difficulty is often 
experienced in properly curing al- 
falfa. If left in the swath to cure 
after cutting, the sun will shrivel 
the leaves and retard curing. It is 
essential to save the leaves not only 
to ald curing but because approxi- 
mately 45 per cent o ¢ the food value 
is contained in them. 

At the- Deminion Experimental 
Station, Morden, the length of time 
the hay is left in the swath depends 
upon weather conditions. The hay 
is always raked into small windrows 
while green. The use of a side de- 
livery rake is preferabl e to the or- 
dinary dump rake. The hay is left to 
partly cure in small windrows, but 
while. still green is coiled in small 
coils and left until ready for stack- 
ing. Afalfa should never be stacked 
ig it contains external moisture such 
as dew or rains, as these will in- 
evitably cause molds and mustiness. 

A much better quality hay results 
when the alfalfa is stacked than if 
it is hauled into the barn. If put up 
in long narrow stacks it can be 
stacked slightly on the green side 
without impairing the quality of the 
hay.

Gardeners would be well advised 
to lay in a supply of paris green to 
fight the worms, and also take any 
other steps that may check the ex- 
pected invasion.
